Without that scientific analysis, Modern Spiritualism would 
but repeat the history of the many Spiritualistic sects of _ 
the past—the Waldenses, the Savoyards, the Albigenses, 
the Brethren of the Free Spirit, the Flagellants, the eon- 
vulsionists of St. Medard, the Doukhobors, and certain: 
American sectarians. It has the root of the matter, anë: 
it has supplied the phenomena; without the perseveranc 
against seventy years of obloquy, ridicule and contempt 
there would have been nothing for the psychical researehors: : 
to investigate. But Spiritualists cannot dispense with 
the careful and guarded experiments and analysis of men of 
science whose work, keeps the whole subject from oktavas 
gances and degeneration. - 

RELATIVITY,

verify the facts that Spiritualism has ‘presented.
